Party's Position Explained. 

While denying the report that the 
warty hod demanded the Chancellor's 
retirement, for which ‘‘at present’ there 
if no compelling ground, or that it had 
an interest in unseating him, Germenia 
says the party considers the Chancellor 
Bearcely fitted to participate in the 
peace negotiations, particularly consid- 
ering the fact that the declaration of 
War occurred under his administration, 
bt that it is erroneous to consider his 
further continuance in office a hin- 
drance to bringing on peace. 

The distinction drawn indicates that 
the Centrist leaders believe the Chan- 
céllor may remain for the present but 
should resign before the actual peace 
conference. This corresponds with an- 
other declaration of Germania assert- 
ing that Chancellor von Bethmann-Holl- 
weg will accept a resolution on war 
aims of the majority ‘parties in the 
Reichstag. This resolution, based on 
the formula of Herr Erzberger, the 
Centrist leader. will be presented to the 
Reichstag tomorrow and will res‘ate 
the Chancellor's announcement at the 
eutbreak of the war that Germany was 
undertaking a defensive war and declare 


that the majority of the Reichstag now 


favors peace based on a mutual under- 
stanaing and lasting reconciliation of 
nations. 

As long as the enemy Governments 
refuse this the German people and 
Reichstag, the resolution will say, are 
united in a determination to fight on 
until the rights of Germany and its al- 
lies are assured. Although the Nationa! 
Liberal party has withdrawn from the 
majority blocks, leaders of the latter ex- 
pect 300 votes for the resolution, includ- 
ing those of the Poles, Alsatians 
Danes. °

GAS MASK FOR AMERICAN TROOPS 


Government and Civillan Experts at 
Work on Its Production, 


WASHINGTON, July 13.—Army orders 
disclose that Government and civilian 
experts are hard at work on the produc- 
tion of an effective gas mask for Ainer- 
ican troops. Major-General L. P. Wil- 
liamson of the medical corps has been 
ordered to Pittsburg, Baltimore and 
New Haven to inspect laboratory work 
in this connection being done there. 

Every American destroyer or other 
naval vessel which sails for the war 
zone carries a full equipment of gas 
masks. Gas shells have been used- by 
the German naval gunners and it was 
deemed necessary to equip American 
boats against such devices.

ARIZONA FEARS RETURN 


Some of Men in Surly Mood; 
Two Persons Killed in Round- 
Up Held Yesterday at Bisbee. 


COLUMBUS, N. M., July 13.—The 
army of the I. W. W. deported from 
Bisbee vesterday, ard whose special 
train of cattle cars and box cars 
was sidetracked at Heramnas, N. M., 
late last night, left Hermanas during 
the afternoon today and is strung for 
a mile or more along the. railroad 
tracks, walking east in this direction, 
according to reports received here. 

On this information Columbus citi- 
zens turned out armed to rerel any 
“invasion.” The situation of the de- 
ported persons was described as des- 
perate from lack of food.

A message received by Chief of Po- 
lice James H. East from Sheriff Harry 
Wheeler, who accompanied the train, 
said that the deported men were threat- 
ening to return to Douglas and it was 
feared they will arrive here today. 

Chief East immediately issued a ca'] 
for 206 special policemen to report tor 
duty. fully armed, to handle the ex- 
pected invasion. 

Two hundred and “*[fifty armed 
guards who escorted the Industrial 
Workers of the World and their sym- 
pathizers from Bisbee yesterday, re- 
turned to Douglas this morning on 
a -rerular passenger trate They re- 
ported they had left their charges at 
Hermanas. 

The guards expressed the opinion that 
a number of the deported men had been 
drop off the train during tlie 
night, escaping in the darkness. The 
country through which the train passed 
is practically a desert. 

When the guards left the deported 
men at Hermanas they said they placed 
a freight car on a siding nearby con- 
taining food and water. 

Hermanas, a junction point on the 
Paso & Southwestern Railroad, consists 
merely of three houses inhabited by 
Mexicans, the station and a water 
tank.

Many in a Surly Mood. 

Whether the deported men had be2n 
fed since they left Douglas, was nut 
known here, but it is understood they 
were provisioned at Bisbee with enough 
food to last them to Columbus. Reports 
fré6m Columbus said that many of them 
were in a surly mood when the train 
arrived there and refused to talk, but a 
few appeared cheerful and said they 
were taking a joy-ride as guests of the 
copper companies. 

When the train arrived at Columbu” 
the detraining point originally sele*ted 
by the guards, it was met by Deputy Cit) 
Marshal Clyde White, members of the 
City Council and a number of spevcia: 
policemen who refused to permit either 
the guards or the deported men to leave 
the train.

CATTLE TAKEN TO FARM

JEFFERSON CITY, July 13.—A Post- 
Dispatch correspondent last night found 
G. H. Schrieffer, an important witness 
in the penitentiary investigation, and a 
tenant on the private farm of D. C. Mc- 
CMlung, ready to start for Nebraska be- 
cause, he said, Prosecuting Attorney 
Sevier had threatened to have him 
locked up if he did not leave Cole 
County. 

Schrieffer expect: be called before 
the prison board to tell what he knows 
of feed said to have been hauled from 
the penitentiary or the penitentiary 
farm to the McClung farm and which, 
he says, he directed to give to 
stock there.

Story of Sevier’s Course. 

Here is his own story of the alleged in- 
tervention of Sevier in his case: 

Prosecuting Attorney Sevier was eclect- 
ed last fal! in the campaign in which 
McClung spent $2700 which he collected 
from State employes for the State Com- 
mittee, but which the State Committee 
never reeeived. McClung told the com- 
mittee the money was spent in the local 
campaign. 

Sevier and McClung held a conference 
about 9 o’clock last Monday morning in 
the barroom of the Central Trust Build- 
ing. Later in the day Sevier called 
sSchriefter on the telephone and directed 
him to come to the Prosecuting Attor- 
rey'’s office When Schrieffer arrived, 
Sevier asked him if he ever had been 
in the penitentiary, and, receiving an af- 
firmative reply, he says, teld 
him he would give him 10 days to leave 
the county.

The statutes of Missouri require all 
conv.cts at the expiration of their term 
to Cole County.

Pershing Visits Muanition Plant. 

Major-General William Sibert, who 
will command the American training 
camp behind the French front, arrived 
here vesterdas. Major-General Persh- 
ing visited the largest ammunition plant 
in the Paris district yesterday. He was 
shown about by Albert Thomas, Mir 
ister of Munitions. 

It is announced that the American 
Red Cross will take over all French in- 
firmaries—relicf stations—between its 
base and the portion of the front where 
the American troops will be placed, sup- 
planting the French, who will take up 
other duties elsewhere. 

The Americin troops in France, it is 
made known in a partial report of inves- 
tigation made by American officers, will 
discard the well-known poncho while 
in service in France and will adopt the 
French cavalry slicker in a modinhed 
form as best adapted to trench fighting. 
The troops also will be equipped. with 
sleeveless canvas jerkins, lined with 
wool, as sleeping bags, and with numer 
ous other devices that have proved . 
cacious against the intense cold of win- 
ter. 

The ‘amiliar puttee will disappear in 
favor of cloth leggings such as were 
used by the expeditionary force in Mex- 
ico. Bach soldier will have a folding 
cloth fatigue cap to wear under the itk- 
some steel helmet. 

Some idea may be gained of thé im- 
mensity of the task of supplying the 
American armies when they reach full 
strength by the fact that each million 
men must have a 1000-ton refrigeration 
plant, the steel and iron for which must 
be bought from America. The refrigerat- 
ors must be located not only at the 
base, but close behind the fighting line 
Storage tanks, with a capacity of a l1,- 
000,000 gallons, will be needed at the 
bases with depots for transferring gaso- 
line, to obViate the necessity of using 
trains. 

Plians for Salvage Depots. 

Plans alrea:ty far advanced include 
the construction of so-called salvug 
depots for the repair of wornout cloth- 
ing and shoes. A pair of shoes lasts a4 
soldier in the trenches oniy three weel:s 
on the average. The magnitude of such 
depots is shown by those used by the 
French, which employ 7000 men each. 
Each million men will consume 1,000,000 
pounds of meat daily. 

American army headquarters in Paris 
rapidly is proving itself too small for 
the volume eft work in progress. A 
largce number of men of the Quarter- 
masters Department moved to a hote' 
formerly largely patronized by Amer'i- 
can and English visitors and the chief 
of the department is installed in what 
was formerly the bridal suite. 


Compared to Gen. Pershing’s present 
operations last year’s activity in Mexico 
seems not only punitive, but puny. A 
year ago today his line of communica- 
tion stretched over 200 odd miles of des- 
ert. Today it reaches 3000 miles across 
the Atlantic burdened with traffic a 
thousand fold greater than ever went 
into Chihuahua. British and French 
army officers wete astonished when 
they learned the number of correspond- 
ents accredited to American front. The 
number announced by Maj. Frederick 
Palmer—l¢—is greater than the numbe" 
of correspondents at both the British 
and French fronts. 


Old campaigners, however, vouched 
for the wisdom of such a big press camp. 
A British veteran said to a correspond- 
ent: 

“If we had had that many correspend- 
ents in Mesopotamia we never would 
have had to endure such sufferings. 
and there never would have been a 
scandal about the high command which 
allowed bad conditions to go unreme- 
died. Your people will know what's go- 
ing on and if there's room for improve- 
ment they'll force immediate action 
The white light of publicity will not in- 
jure the prospects of your success on 
the Western front.”

T announced today that St. 
Louis’ quota of the first 68/,- 
(00 men to be drafted into the new 
National Army. and to fill regular 
army and militia ‘units, would be 
4763. 


The officia] registration in St. 
Louis, as announced today at 
the Mayor's office after revision, 
is 76,138. 

This means that one manvouyt 
of every 16 registered in the 
city will actually be drafted 
into the army. As the War De- 
partment anticipates that the 
exemptions allowed will aver- 
age 50 per cent, 9526 men will 
be ordered before Exemption 
Boards of examination.

Credits for Enlistments. 

The table from which the net quotas 
were compiled shows that all enlist- 
ments in the national guard and the 
regular army up to June 3 have bees 
allowed as credits. The accompanying 
table directs Governors of the various 
states to allot the State quota as given 
among the exemption board districts. 

Thus each board in each district 
will know exactly the number of men 
to be furnished by the district in fll- 
ing the State quota. 

Small net quotas in many states are 
accounted for by heavy enlistments in 
the national guard and regular army. 
Oregon, for instance, ts given a net 
quota of only 717 for this reason, where- 
as her gross quota based upon the pop- 
ulation estimate would be several thou- 
sand. Hawaii likewise had in service in 
1916 a national guard made up of I! 
men and officers, a force greater than 
in many states of the union, although 
Hawaii has a Caucasian population of 
only 23,639. 

Contrary to*’expectations, the Govern- 
ment has allowed credit for the tota 
strength of the national guard. includ- 
ing all those mén who were in the serv- 
ice prior to April 1. and who have been 
retained. The figures are given as fot- 
lows: Total strength of the national 
guard on April 1, le...

After debate extending throughout the 
evening. which revolved mainly around 
the form the judicial inquiry into the 
Mesopotamia campaign should take— 
strong criticisms being voiced that the 
tribunal suggested by the Government 
was a mere whitewashing and shelving 
procedure to protect the statesmen who 
came under the commission's condemna- 
tion—Secretary Balfour announced that 
the Government was willing to set up a 
tribunal by statute competent to deal 
with both soldiers and civilians, instead 
of an inquiry tribunal as already pro- 
posed. 


Lords Defend Impugned Statesmen. 
Speeches in the House of Lords by ‘the 


Marquis of Crew, Earl Curzon, the 
Marquis of Landsdowne and others, 
were largely of an apologetic character, 
defending the impunged statemen on the 
ground of their loyal services to the 
empire, their well intentioned zeal and 
the great difficulties they had to face 
under exceptional circumstances, and 
the handicap of the Indian administra- 
tive system. 

Sir Mark Skvyes, Unionist for Hull, 
caused sympathetic demonstrations in 
the “ommons by reminding the house of 
Lord Hardinge’s long and valuable serv- 
ice, the attempt on his life at the Delhi 
Durbar some vears ago, the death of his 
wife under tragic circumstances, and 
finally the recent death of his son in 
action in France.

He made known that 
the Indian Government already had 
sent to the Imperial’ Government a 
dispatch proposing reform in the In- 
dian political system, for adoption 
after the war, and the Government 
was giving the matter careful atten- 
tion Mr. Chamberlain warmly: de- 
fended himself and the others named 
in the report against the newspapers’ 
charges of gambling in the lives of 
soldiers for political considerations, 
and argued that they would not have 
given orders for an advance unless 
the military advisers had recom- 
mended it as the proper course.

FAIR PRICES TO PUBLIC — i 
LIKELY, BUSINESS MEN SAY 


‘ST.LOUIS POST-DISPATCH 


'Spokesmen for St Louis Interests Tell Post-Dis- 
patch That President’s Advice Against Making 
Profits and Patriotism Is Likely to Prevail. 


President Wilson, in his appeal to the 
country’s business interests, published 
yesterday, conceded that mine owners 
and manufacturers were entitled to a 
just price and declared that the Goy- 
ernment could not wisely or reasonably 
do less than pay such prices. He, how- 
ever, expressed the hope that profits 
and patriotism would not be confused, 
saying that patriotism and profits ought 
never in the present circumstances to 
be mentioned together. He also insisted 
that mine owners and manufacturers 
should make the same just prices to the 
public as they will be expected, and 
even required, to make to the Govern- 
ment. The following expressions have 
been obtained by Post-Dispatch report- 
ers from St. Louis business men on the 
President's appeal: 

Competition in Shoe Industry. 

George Warren Brown, president of 
the Brown Shoe Co.: All manufacturers 
of shoes are in the most definite compe- 
tition. Any manufacturer who attempts 
to get abnormal profits will lose his busi- 
ness. Prices are self-regulating. Com- 
petition is strong between the East and 
the West and between different manu- 
facturers in the West. The manufac- 
turers have distinctive brands and dif- 
ferent formulas. The public {s well pro- 
tected by this competition. It is all right 
for the President to make such an ap- 
peal to the Steel Trust or’other controlled 
business, but there is no basis of agree- 
ment in the shoe trade for fixing the 
same price as is made to the Govern- 
ment. The shoe manufacturer has to be 
fair with the public or he cannot hold 
his business. 

Situation in Lumber Trade. 

Thomas E. Powe, president Thomas 
Ee. Powe Lumber Co., and president 
Lumbermen’s Exchange of St. Louis: 
The fixing of prices in the lumber trade 
has proved to be a very satisfactory ar- 
rangement. Prices in this business were 
agreed upon by representatives of the 
Government, the lumber dealers and 
boat manufacturers, chiefly to protect 
the boat builders in the large operations 
necessary to furnish ships. The plan is 
beneficial to both buyer and seller, be- 
cause it protects the buyer from exorbi- 
tant charges due to speculation, or an 
excessive demand for a particular class 
of goods, and at the same time guaran- 
tees the seller a fair margin of profit. 
It aids the dealers also by keeping the 
market steady. Heret6fore, when there 
were fluctuations in a particular class 
of lumber, all other classes were more 
or less affected, but this plan avoids 
that. The prices to the general public 
are practically the same as those agreed 
upon with the Government. 

Thomas CC. Whitmarsh, general 
manager W. T. Ferguson Lumber Co.— 
The Government already has fixed its 
prices for lumber purchases and they 
are unquestionably fair. The lumber 
men are highly satisfied with the re- 
sults and have shown a spirit of hearty 
co-operation. In fact, when the prices 


were being worked out the representa- 
tives of the lumbermen took part in the 
confrences and actually suggested « 
lower price than the Government's rep 
resentatives at first thought should be 
paid. “The prices to the general public 
through wholesale channers are beinx 
governed largely by the Government 
price. In some cases it is a little be- 
low the Government price. There is no 
tendency among the lumbermen, ari 
there should not be among other indus- 
tries, to charge the public more than 
the Government price so long as the lat- 
ter is a fair price. 
No Unfair Advantage Sought. 

Thomas T. Brewster, president of 
the Mount Olive and Staunton Coal 
Co., and president of teh Cooal Oper- 
ators’ Association of the Fifth and 
Ninth Districts of Illinois-—-So far as 
I know the coal men are inclined to 
be fair. They have submitted the 
question to the Government and a 
tentative arrrangement has been 
made. The Government's only con- 
cern is about coal for the navy. None 
of tne coal used by the navy comes 
from this part of tae country, A 
tentative maximum price has been 
fixed, with the understanding that 
the Government willl be supplied at 
a price 60 cents lower than the price 
to the public. The maximum price 
named is from $1 to $2 higher than 
the p~esent price of coal in this field 
Tl.at means that the price may not 
be acvanced beyond the maximum 
named. The whole matter is in the, 
hands of the Government, and the ‘ 
Government is going ahead with i*. 
I don't know of anybody who wants 
to take an unfair advantage of the 
public or the Government. 

Public Entitled to Same Prices. 

William Homann, president Wil- 
liam Homann Saddlery Co.:—I have 
read the President's proclamation 
very carefully, and I believe that the 
Government wil) pay fair prices for 
all the materials it buys for war 
purposes. Of course, it demands the 
very best quality of goods and anv- 
one who tries to substitute inferior 
products will get left. The general 
public should not have to pay more 
than the prices the Government pays 
for the same goods, and I believe 
that the keenness of competition, par- 
ticularly in my own line, will regu- 
late these prices so that they will 
not exceed the prices to the Gov- 
ernment. 

Louls R. Milliken, purchasing 
agent for John T. Milliken & Co., manu- 
facturing chemists: I am confident the 
prices fixed by the Government will he 
fair, so as to provide a reasonable profit 
and enable the industries selling to the 
trovernment to pay good wages and 
keep their plants up to a high standaré 
of efficiency. Speculation has been so 
creat that I do not know whether it 
would be possible for the Government- 
fixed prices to prevail in sales to the 
general public.

$640,000,000 AIRPLANE 
BILL REPORTED TODAY 


Construction of 22,000 Machines 
is Contemplated by Adminis- 
tration Measure, 


WASHINGTON, July U.—-The Mis- 
tary Affairs Committee of the House 
last night completed the aviation Dill 
and ordered a favorable report. The bill 
was adjusted without opposition and 
will have the united support of the com- 
mittee on the floor. It will be formally 
reported today and taken up Saturday 
for passage. Secretary of War Baker 
and several aviation officers from En- 
gland, France and Italy weré heard by 
the committee. : 

The important provisions tn the meas- 
ure are: 


A lump appropriation of $640,090,00. 
Authority to increase temporarily 
by voluntary enlistment or draft the 
aviation section of the army signal 
corps by a total of approximately 

107,000 men. 

To establish at least M aviation 
camps and to form organizations for 
all branches of the military aviation 
service, including balloon training 
and service squadrons. 

To construct more than 22,000 air- 
planes. 

To pay expenses for expansion and 
development of plants needed in the 
manufacture of aircraft. 

To provide courses of vocational 
instruction for aviation students. 

At the request of the War Department 
no details of the proposed construction 
are outlined in the measure, and debate 
on it will be restricted to general terms 
when it comes up. 

Secretary Baker told the committee 
that it was of the greatest value at this 


'time to have the aircraft and men un- 


de~ way for service on foreign battle- 
fields. The flying machine has taken 
the place of the cavalry horse, he said, 
and the aviator the place of the cavalry- 
man in scouting work. This he declared 
ts have been one of the most important 
values derived from aerial activity—more 
important even than bombing expedi- 
tions. 

Capt. de la Grange, French aviator, 
said that 53000 American machines would 
more than overbalance the Germans in 
the air. He asserted the Germans would 
be compelled to stay behind their own 
lines. 

The only outstanding change in the 
bill as reported from its original form 
is a provision forbidding the drafting of 
men under 21 years of age into the 
aerial] service. The President would be 
authorized to fill all vacancies by draft. 


GERMAN TROOPS POORLY SHOD 


Only Sign of Weakness Says Ameri- 
can Back From Front. 
BALTIMORE, July 13.—Germany 
shows exactly one sign of weakening 
and no more, says Dr. Joseph S. Ames 
professor of physics at Johns Hopkins 
University. He saw war activity for 
more than six weeks as a member of the 
National Research Council sent by the 
Jovernment to make scientific observa- 
tions to enable the United States to ren- 
der the most efficient possible servics 
to her allies in the conduct of the war. 
“That one sign of weakness,"’ Dr. Ames 
added, “is shoe leather. I saw thou- 
sands of German prisoners while I was 
in France and in none were there tne 
slightest further sign of want or pri- 
vation except shoes. They all wore shoes 
that were in bad shape and that you 
know is an important sign, for a badiy 
shod army is a half crippled army.”

That about 8 o’clock on the morning 
of July 3, after the worst of the race 
troubles was vuver, toey received ‘nstruc- 
tion to proceed under the command or 
Police Sergeant Meehan and Patrolman 
O'Brien to the saloon in question and 
close it As they neared the place thes 
saw eight or nine negroes in the rear 
of the saloon drinking beer and shout- 
ing craps. 

Freight House Employes. 

These negroes were KNOWN as e.. 
ployes of the Wabash freight house and 
were supposed io be working, but ~: 
was their custom had taken a few min- 
utes f to get some drinks. 

When the negroes saw the soldiers ap- 
proaching under the command of the 
policemen, they ran. (Chen, according to 
the testimonss of all the militiamen, 
when the negroes had neither fired a 
shot nor displayed any Weapons, one of 
the policemen ordered the squad to fire 
upon the negroes. Both policemen joined 
in the shooting and were among the 
first to fire. it was testified. The shots 
killed two negroes and shot a hand off 
of a negro woman

WASHINGTON, July 13.—The relation 
of business men to the Government was 
described by Franklin Lane, Secretary 
of the Interior, and one of the six Cab- 
iret members who comprisé the Council 
of National Defense, in a statement yes- 
terday to the Associated Press. Answer- 
ing talk in Congress and elsewhere, sug- 
gesting that members of the council are 
hn. position to make contracts with them- 
selves and thus derive personal profit 
from the war, Lane said the business 
men in the advisory cornmmission had no 
control over contracts, and in fact give 
tu the Government infinitely more than 
they receive. Analyzing the organization 
further, Lane gave high praise to the 
business men, experts in their several 
fields of inquiry, who make up the many 
committees on supplies, 
materials of all kinds and manufacturers. 

The statement was given as the resu!t 
of inquiries concerning recent criticisms 
of the commission, and a persistent re- 
port that reorganization of the council 
is imminent. The response was charac- 
teristically frank from the opening ques- 
tion, which bore on the possibility of 
Cabinet members constituting the coun- 
cii making personal profit out of con- 
tracts. 

Members of Council. 

“We have nothing to sell,”’ 
retary -Lane. ‘“‘When it is 
that the Council of.

“But-it is a very important board 
nevertheless. it is supposed to Know 
just what the Government needs for the 
carrying of the war and just where 
that can be had. Regard its makeup and 
you will see that. The Secretaries of 
War and Navy know what the army 
and navy need. The Secretary of the 
Interior, who has the geological survey 
and the Bureau of Mines under him, 
supposed ito Knuw what minerals this 
country produces and how they can be 
had. The Secretary of Agriculture knows 
what the food supplies are and how they 
may be stimulated. The Secretary of 
Commerce knows what we can get 
abroad and what we mauufacture here, 
and the Secretary of Labor is in touch 
with the great primary forces essential 
to all production 

“But when Congress provided for this 
council it created a supplemental body 
which sometimes confused with the 
council itself, which is called the ad- 
visory commission, and these are rea! 
business men. .They are nominated to 
the President by the council and au- 
pointed by him. These gentlemen do- 
nate.their services aftd are chosen be- 
cause they were specialists, successft! 
specialists. J] doubt if any country tin 
Europe could produce a finer body. 

Advisors Make No Contract. 

“The functicn of these gentlemen is 
tc advise the Council of National De- 
fense. They make no contracts. They 
have no executive. or administrative 
power. 

“That is the full legal machinery—a 
council of Cabinet officers compliment- 
eu by an advisory committee of business 
tren. Congress created both bodies.”’ 

The Secretary's attention was directed 
to the fact that much of the criticism 
had been aimed at the committees of 
business men who advised the council 
respecting copper, tin, lumber and other 
subjects requiring technical knowledge. 

“What part do these men play?’ he 
was asked. 

“That is a simple story When the 
war came we had card indexes and re- 
ports by the carload. But these could 
not be converted into guns and canton- 
ments and aeroplanes. We had to move 
quickly. So the council sent for the 
men who had been in Europe and knew 
what had been done in France and En- 
giand and gained the benefit of their 
experience.

When the recruit, the selected man ofe 
the National Army finds himself on his 
first day at the concentration camp, he 
will look about him to see who and of 
what sort are the men of his own squad 
and company. 

Let the recruit make nc mistake at the 
start in setting up standards by which 
to judge his fellows. The minute a man 
puts on the fighting uniform of his 
country he is not judged by what he was 
or what he had before he took the oath. 
What he is doing from day to day, what 
he can do in the future, on the day of 
the test for which he is training, how 
he will act when he goes ‘‘over the top” 
—these are the new standards by which 
the recruit will himself be judged. These 
are the tests which he will apply to the 
men around him. 

All armies are essentially democratic. 
The position a soldier is filling, the du- 
ties to which he is assigned and whfich 
he is performing, determines the _ in- 
dividual’s standing—nothing else. Our 
Nationa] Army will. be pre-eminently 
democratic. The only requirement nec- 
essary to make the selected man into a 
soldier will be that he is an American 
and that he is able-bodied. A selected

need put no limit to his military ambi- 
tions. 

Examiner's Tests Severe. 

To the man in the street, it does not 
seem much of a job to prove to the 
army doctor that he is able-bodied. He 
may be in the ordinary sense of the 
term. He may be entirely fit for his 
daily duties, quite able to earn a living 
for himself in competition with his fel- 
lows. Yet from the medical examiners’ 
standpoint he may have one or more of 
the defects which will cause his rejec- 
tion. 

The object of the physical examina- 
tion is, first, to see whether the selected 
man is fit to do his work. The standard 
of height prescribed is 61 inches. 
proximately, a man should weigh two 
pounds for each inch.of his height. In 
any case, his minimurn weight must be 
110 pounds. There is not an officer or 
man in the service who has not seen the 
efforts of boys under weight who were 
determined to volunteer. 

A youngster will climb on the scales 
and find that he cannot tip them at the 
minimum. Some friend of his in the 
service, a ‘‘wise guy,’’ will help him ac- 
quire the extra pounds. Fill him up, 
give him food, give him water, then give 
him lots more water. When he is filled 
up so that another drop would cause an 
overflow, he is carefully eased up to 
the scales. 

A little time, a great deal of determi- 
nation and a bucket of water have quali- 
filed many a man now in the service. 

The lack of fractions of an inch in 
height has been met with equal suc- 
cess. An officer now in service tells 
that he found himself deficient in height 
at his academy entrance examination. 
He butted the exact top of his head 
against a- stone wall and had himself re- 
measured, successfully, before the bump 
could get away. 

Human Machine Must Be Right. 

The selected man must have eyesight 
and hearing up to a certain standard. 
His teeth, his lungs, his heart, his feet 
must be good—all the parts of the hu- 
man machine must be as good as the 
best to maké him acceptable. 

There are not as many men able to 
meet the tests as most persons would 
think. In the recruiting of one regiment 
there were 21 volunteers for enlistment 
on a certain day. One only of these 
passed the surgeon. The best propor- 
tion for a day’s work was 11 acceptances 
out of 40 applications. 

By this severe examination men are 
found who are not only fit at their en- 
trance into.service to do their full ‘bit, 
but their physical condition indicates 
that they ought to continue to be fit un- 
der the most adverse conditions. Pos- 
sible weak spots in the physical make- 
up are sought and are grounds for rejec- 
tion when found. 

Under modern systems of military hy- 
giene preventable diseases have been re- 
duced to the minimum, and still the 
fight against disease goes on. Every 
man must be vaccinated. He must have 
his three inoculations against typhoid 
fever. Under certain conditions he is 
inoculated against para-typhoid. As 
sanitary science advances the soldier 
will doubtless be inoculted with still 
other ‘‘beneficient bugs’’ to keep away 
newly identified diseases. 

Personal cleanliness is the greatest 
safeguard. Sometimes a man will be 
found by his Corporal—the ‘‘housefather” 
of his squad—to have an aversion to 
bathing. A case of the sort occurred 
during the Mexican border service. The 
man was ordered scrubbed. ‘ 

Compulsory Bath Effective. 

The job was assigned to two men un- 
dergoing ‘‘company punishment.” They 
had been late at reveille rolleall, or had 
been seen out of quarters with blouse 
unbuttoned, or some similar offense. 
From a psychological standpoint the 
First Sergeant thought that these two 
men would be fit instruments. They 
were. They did the job with scrubbing 
brush and sand. The men in the com- 
Pany reported that during the rest of 
the border service the sight of either of 
these two ‘Gold Dust Twins” of the 
punishment detail would put the onc2 
dirty man ona run for the shower 
baths. 

Upon passing the physical examira- 
tion and taking the oath of enlistment 
the selected man becomes a_ soldier, 
though a “‘recruit soldier’ only. But he 
does not feel like a soldier, because he 
does not look like one. The uniform is 
the next step up the military ladder. 
Through the agency of the Company 
Supply Sergeant the uniform is issued 
to him and its money value is charged 
against him on his “clothing allowance.” 
This clothing allowance is a_e credit 
against which he draws his uniform and 
other items of clothing. It is ample in 
amount if the soldier is careful of him- 
self. Any balance undrawn is paid to 
him on his “final statement’’ at his sep- 
aration from the service. 

Uniforms are made in stock sizes and 
A man who wishes 
to improve his appearance will get a 
tallor to make any necessayr altera- 
tions. Such alterations are at the ex- 
pense of the soldier. Certain items are 
charged to him ‘‘on memo.”’ This means 
that he must turn them back at the 
completion of his servite, or when nv 
longer needed. He is not charged (‘f 
he turns them back in good condition, 
ordinary wear and tear excepted. His 
blankets and overcoat ‘come under this 
heading. 

No Need for Civilian Clothes. 

Any civilian clothing left after the 
change into uniform should be sent 
home, or disposed of in some way. The 
soldier will have no use for it and no 
place to keep it. 

With his new uniform and clothing 
he will draw his arms and his equi»n- 
ment. Of arms, he has rifle, bayonst 
and cartridge belt. Of equipment, he 
will have his pack and carrier, his can- 
teen, his intrenching tool and his first 
aid pouch. 

His Corooral will show him how each 
article will be worn, how it should be 
fitted to the body to maxe it ride com- 
fortably. Then the Corporal will show

Socialist: Measure Declaring Vir- 
tual Independence Passes Its 
Second Reading. 


PETROGRAD, July 13.—The Finnish 
Diet yesterday passed the second read-

ing of a bill virtually establishing Fin- 
nish independence. The introduction of 
the bill has created a serious crisis 
here and N, C. Tcheidse, president vf 
the Council of Workmen's and Soldiers’ 
Delegates, has gone to Helsingfors n 
an effort to settle the differences. 

An indication of the seriousness of 
the situation was a late sitting of the 
Petrograd Cabinet and a decision of 
Premier Lvoff to summon back to the 
capita] the Ministers who are now with 
the army. According to the Birzheviya, 
Lvoff’s Socialist colleagues declare then:- 
Selves to be in principle in sympathy 
with Finland’s move. The Premier and 
other Ministers belonging to the Cab- 
inet party refuse, however, to allow Fin- 
land to determine her relations wit: 
Russia, insisting she must wait until 
the meeting of the constituent asserr- 
bly. 

M. Tokoi, vice president of the Depart- 
ment of Economics of the Finnish, Diet, 
according to a Helsingfors telegram, de- 
Glared in an interview. 

‘‘We mgke no claims in the domain of 
foreign policy or of war and we do not 
desire any change in our relations with 
Russia until the end of the war, but we 
must immediately receive internal au- 
tonomy, which should be guaranteed 
internationally after the war.’’ 

Regarding the projected Finnish war 
loan M. Tokoi said the money might de 
raised if a guarantee were given that 
it would not be employed for the fur- 
therance of any imperialist design but be 
devoted exclusively to expenses arising 
trom the revolution and the maintenance 
of the Russian garrison. 

The comment of the..newspapers in 
Petrograd is sharp. The-Reich declares 
it is impossible for. Russia to tolerate 
Finland's move. The. Birzheviya hints 
al armed interference, saying Russia is 
now gbout to make a last attempt to- 
ward a peaceful settlement. 

According to ‘the present program, 
Helsingfors will tomorrow put into force 
the bill passed yesterday “by simpie 
meaning without Russia's 
sanction. This is the first formal denia: 
ef Russia's suzerain rights. 

The law, which was engineered vy the 
Secialists, proclaims that Russia has 
lost all authority in Finland except in the 
damains of diplomacy and in the army 
and navy, ‘wherein, however, Russia’s 
rights are undefined. All other prerog- 
atives of the Grand Duke of Finland, 
wihich the provisional Government 
claims nassed auromatically to it are 
declared to belong to Finland. Specifi- 
cally the Diet assumes the Grand 
Duke's right tc put into execution the 
convoke and prorogue the Juegis- 
lature, and appoint a supreme 
tive. vi 
The Governor-General is not mentioned 
in the law and as no‘functions are ‘eit 
to him he virtually is suppressed. 

Telecrams from Helsingfors deciare 
that after the promulgation of the law 
the Viet will appoint its own Senate 


An inkling of the action of the Fin- 
nish Diet was civen June 22, when the 
Social Democratic Congress of Finland 
adopted resolutions demanding the sep- 
arating of Finland from Russia and the 
formation of an independent republic. 
Under the plan proposed, Russia would 
not have the right to keep troops in 
l“‘innish territory in time of peace or to 
possess any fortifications. Keonemic 
relations between Finland and Russia 
would be regulated as between forcign 
countries. 

The Finnish Social 
dressed the Social 
countries, especially Russia, asking 
ther to support the establishment of 
Finlend’s independence on the ground 
that the Kussian Government was in- 
capable of giving adequate guarantees 
of the inviolability of Finland's {ree- 
dom. 

The Grand Duchy gf Finlana forins a 
separate division of the ’ Russian Em- 
pire and until the last few years pre- 
served its old Constitution.

St. Louis Univer- 
sity could not play the Hoosier organ- 
ization, which is even without freshmen 
a stronger team than the locals, unless 
it also had the aid of first-year men. 
All of which leaves the Grand avenue 
athletic board in a quandary. 


St. Louis U. in Quandary. 


Father Hermans. director of athletics of 
the local institution, stated yesterday that 
when the contract was signed with Indiana 
he arranged that the game must .be played 
in accordance with the rules of the Missouri 
Valley Conference. This was done in order 
that the relations with Washington Univer- 
sity might not be prejudiced. He said that

The Board of Aldermen have. got 
ready a zoo bill for passage which contains 
a clause highly inimical to the people's 
interests, and deliberately plan to pass a 
smoke bill to which a majority of those 
interested, including experts and wman- 
ufacturers, are opposed. 

Do the gentlemen who are temporarily 
in charge of the city not realize that there 
is such a thing as a recall ,initiative and 
referendum, provided for by the charter, 
and that they are only preparing the way 
for a reaction against their whole sys- 
tem?

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SARA TEASDALE PRIZE POET. 

The publication in the Post-Dispatch of the 
poems which won for Sara Teasdale the annual 
prize of the Poetry Society of America reveals 
that whatever else the society may stand for 
it contains some first-class judges of poetry.

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GERMANY’S DARK OUTLOOK. 

While it is true, no doubt, that the unrest in 
Germany today is due in a large measure to the 
privations and sufferings that the people of the 
empire have undergone since July 1914, it is in 
reality the contemplation of the near future which 
is filling the country with mutterings from Emden 
to Memel. It is a black prospect that Germany 
is facing, and the meanest peasant knows it de- 
spite the best efforts of the Government's paid 
optimists. Here are a few of the things that are 
tending to make the peace-without-victory idea 
extremely palatable in the Central Powers these 
dog days: 

The Russian army is on the offensive with a 
great force hanging on the brows of the Car- 
pathians, ready to break into Hungary, the flour 
barrel of the Teutonic bund. 

A reorganized Rumanian army, 400,000 strong is 
on the eve of plunging forward to retake its oec- 
cupied wheat fields and oi] lands. 

In the rear is an allied force of 500,000 or more 
with a Greek army of 200,000 being put into shape 
for a smash at the Berlin-Constantinople life 
artery. 

The United States, with unlimited money, men 
and food supplies will soon make its great weight 
felt. 

Neutral countries who have been feeding Ger- 
many with the crumbs from their ample tables 
will soon have no crumbs to give away. 

The  British-Franco armies on the western 
front are hammering successfully on the western 
front. 

The submarine war, of which so much was ex- 
pected, has been a bitter disappointment to the 
people. It is steadily decreasing in effectiveness. 

Copper, steel, rubber and other essentials of 
war are growing scarcer and the United States is 
taking action to see that nd new supplies reach 
Germany.

There is a growing bitterness in the dual mon- 
archy against German contro! that may at any 
time break out in open revolt.

THE HOME GUARD PROJECT. 

The project of forming a Home Guard un- 
doubtedly is approved by citizens generally. The 
necessity of organizing a body of trained men 
for emergency in the absence of the National 
Guards is manifest. 

Police Commissioner Fouke is to be commend- 
ed for his imitiative activity in furthering the 
plan. Would it not, however, be wise to con- 
sider carefully what the status of the Home 
Guard should be and under what authority it 
should be organized to obtain the best results? 

It might be wise, instead of having it organ- 
ized as police reserves, under the control of the 
Police Board or any other local authority, to 
have the Governor create militia reserves under 
the State law. This would give the body a sound 
legal status and define its functions and use and 
would make it independent of local authorities 
and influences. An organization of this kind 
might be more attractive to citizens whose co- 
operation and service are needful. The members 
of such a trained militia could be utilized at any 
time by the Police Board or the Sheriff. No 
decision should be reached without thorough con- 
sideration.

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WHEAT SHOCKS AT $6 AND $7. 

A farmer whose acres run to the Mississippi pro- 
tests because fishermen tear down the shocks of 
wheat in his reaped fields and use the sheaves to 
upholster the bank while they sit waiting for a 
bite. Each shock is worth $6 or $7 at the present 
price of wheat and he says the grain is practically 
all wasted after being pressed down into the dirt 
and mud. 

Almost all the fields of Missouri, in which the 
wheat never looked more attractive than in the 
present year, the stalks standing full-headed, tall 
and beautifully yellow, have been shorn during 
the past 10 days. The shocks are strewn thickly 
over valleys and up long, gentle slopes and on 
distant hilltops. Do those who watch the harvest 
scenes realize how much wealth they are look- 
ing on? 

The shocks | are many and each shock repre- 
sents the purchase price of a summer suit or a 
dozen books or 300 miles of travel on a railroad 
or a goodly fraction of a liberty bond. Count ’em. 
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Sharp advances are recorded in the quotations 
on United Railways securities. With the company 
officially guaranteed a value of $60,000,000 on its 
property, with 6 per cen*, they ought to advance. 
Even greater advances are to be expected.

EXASPERATING ‘‘G. B. 8.’’ 

George Bernard Shaw, in his after-the-war prog- 
nostications, in last Sunday s Post-Dispatch, is as 
exasperating as usual. He sees nothing better 

to come of this greatest of all wars, except, pos- 
sibly, a number of groups of nations with similar 
racial and commercial ideals. In some of these 
groups, perhaps, a sort of communism may dis- 
place the present commercial and industrial sys- 
tems, bringing with it equality of income and 
forced labor. He pooh, poohs the belief that the 
world may attain to a higher standard in ethics. 

As for the people of the United States, he lumps 
them in with the rest, merely giving them a line 
or two. They wil! naturally fall into what he calls 
the Lutheran group, to be formed of Northern 
Europe and North America. 

But his most astonishing paragraph is that in 
which he asserts that the most likely outcome 
of the war will be a strong combination between 
the English and the Germans, “because they un- 
derstand each other thoroughly, abuse one an- 
other in the same terms, and hate one another 
in the same way.” 

In reading this, it is necessary to bear in mind 
that Shaw is an unreconstructed Irishman, living 
off the English and taking a malicious delight in 
biting the hand that feeds him. “The present 
German submarine warfare against commerce,” 
said President Wilson, ‘‘is a warfare against man- 
kind.” And the war now waged, in which Amer- 
ica has entered heart and soul, is “to make the 
world safe for democracy,’ which Germany alone 
threatens. It is all one to Shaw. To him the 
war is a chance, not to be overlooked, to exhibit

Socrates: Nevertheless, the feeling that the war 
has about run its course not only pervades the world 
without, but is fast creeping into Germany itself. 

Thrascymachus: I think the Germans realize it even 
better than we do. 

Socrates: It is not unlikely. It is now perfectly 
plain to everybody that Germany is not to conquer 
the world. That being the issue involved, what is 
there to be gained by continuing to fight? 

Polemarchus: Nothing. 

Socrates: To reduce Germany to its component parts 
would, after all, only be like our celebrated division 
of the Standard Oil Company. The people of those 
separate States would still be Germans, just as the 
thirty-two parts into which we divided the Standard 
Oil Company remained as truly Standard Oil. 

Glaucon. That is true. 

Socrates: Very well. The alternative has already 
been accomplished. Germany cannot whip the rest 
of the world. That is as fully proven now as it 
would be if we all kept at it and killed a couple of 
million more Germans. 

Thrasymachus: Of course. 

Socrates: The world realizes that, both in and out 
of Germany. It cannot be long until that realization 
bears fruit in peace. 

Glaucon: I think you have it, Socrates. We felt it, 
but were unable to define what it is that makes us 
feel as we do. 

Socrates: Thank you, Glaucon. I think Kitchener's 
estimate of the time the war would last was the best 
because Kitchener probably better than anyone else 
realized what the war was about. The Germans were 
fighting for no less a prize than world dominion. 


What 
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They had planned to make that fight, and were ready 
for it. Kitchener knew they would not relinquish a 
dream of fifty years without exhausting themselves; 
and it has taken them, just as he thought, about three 
years to do that. He knew how strong they were. I 
think he also knew what everybody but the Germans 
seemed to understand—that they were not strong 
enough to whip all the rest of us. 

Glaucon: What was it deceived Germany? 

Socrates: It was the same thing that deceived Cae- 
sar. Ambition deceived her. Other countries have 
been mistress of‘ the world, and Germany thought she 
could do it. It is something to be mistress of the 
world. Just think of the world, for instance, ruled 
by Germans. What a great place for Germans! Ger- 
many made her mistake in overestimating the value 
of other things over sheer man-power. She had all 
the other things. Her enemies had only the men. 
The men have proven to be the more valuable asset. 
Your chemist prevails for a season, but in the end 
the people who know nothing about chemistry throw 
him out of his laboratory and press on to the next. 
The world is a bigger prize today than it ever was be- 
fore, and Germany made a bigger fight for it than 
anybody ever made before, The fight is lost. That 
ought to be the end. I don’t see why it can’t stop 
right away. Certainly Germany knows what she had 
to find out, and she can’t know it any better for 
being further battered.

If there had been any Macauley spout- 
ing Greek when he was 3 years old, or 
Milton “lisping in numbers for the 
numbers came,’’ or any Mozart climbing 
out of his cradle to improvise sonatas 
on the piano, or any incipient Edisons o- 
Rockefellers, why, we shouid have 


_-kxhown as well as anyone how to direct 
inem. 


But in our brood there were no infani 
phenomenons. They were just ordinary, 
gensible, healthy, happy children, who 
did just’ what all the other children in 
the neighborhood were doing, and ex- 
hibited no more personal peculiarities 
than s0 many peas ina pod. How, then, 
could we tell what each was best fitted 
to do for a life work?” 

The answer is—by mcessant watchful- 
ness, by studying the child’s every mood 
and tense, by noting how it plays, what 
it reads, in what it finds its chief en- 
yoyment, by keeping it forever under the 
microscope of dispassionate investiga- 
tion. And the more commonplace the 
child seems the more important for the 
parent to do this. Not even all peas in 
a pod are alike or fitted for the same 
careers. 

When Tommy is 10 years old he is 
tinkering with tools and mending all the 
doorbells and fixing all the clocks and 
sewing machines in the neighborhood, 
and knows by intuition what is the mat 
ter with the most temperamental of au- 
tomobiles. But that doesn’t suggest a 


| 


thing to Tommy's father. He never 
thinks of having all of Tommy’s studies 
directed to developing Fom's mechanical 
ability to the end that when he is 
through school he will know exactly 
what niche in the world he is preparea 
to fill, and go to it. 

Sammy makes no brilliant record at 
school, but he has outtraded every boy 
for blocks around, so that he posseses 
thé whole visible supply of marbles and 
jack knives in his community. Nobody 
—no grown person—takes the slightest 
notice of this significant fact, or sees 
to it that Sammy gets the best possible 
education in a good business school; nor 
does his father say to him when he is 
through school, ‘“‘Business is fine, son; 
come on in.’’ 

It’s the little straws that show which 
way the wind of aptitude blow in a 
child’s character, and that is why 
parents should be forever watching out 
for them. It doesn’t make any differ- 
ence about the boys and girls with 
great gifts. They will come to their 
own, through every’ obstacle and di 
culty. 

This makes it parents’ highest duty 
to help their children find themselves 
and realize on whatever capital with 

ich nature has endowed them. The 
child cannot do this for himself. He is 
too young and inexperienced to take his 
wn measure or realize the value of his 
wares, or know how to market them, 
but parents should know and be ready 
to hold out a helping hand and say, in 
the slang of the day, ‘“‘This is where you 
get off,"”’ when their boys and girls 
start forth on their life journey. 

That parents so often admit that they 
are incapable of advising their children 
about what careers to follow is a black 
indictment of their parenthood. For it 
the proper study of mankind is man, the 
most important study of parents is their 
children.

But ovr 
imports of unexpdsed films have shown 
substantial increase in quantities, Im- 
ports of such raw material amounted to 
44,717,328 feet, valued at $889,560 in 1914, 
and to 68,490;768 feet, valued at $750,023, 
in 1916. The reduction in total valuv 
gives this class of goods a unique dis 
tinction in an era of high prices.
